In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
April 28, 2004 (Paper No. 20040426), Applicant hereby elects claims 7-10 being readable 
thereon, drawn to the method of making a semiconductor device for continued 
examination, with traverse. The Examiner has required restriction between: 

Group I, claims 1-6, 15-20 and 23-28, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 
118, subclass 666+; 

Group II, claims 7-10, drawn to the method of making a semiconductor device, 
classified in class 438, subclass 132+; and 

Group III, claims 11-14, 21-22, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in 
class 257, subclass 529+. 
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Applicants respectfully submit that at least claims 1-28 are so closely related to 



each other, they would not be a serious burden for the Examiner to examine all of those 
claims at this time. For example, claims 1-6, 15-20 and 23-28 are drawn to a 
semiconductor manufacturing apparatus, claims 7-10 are drawn to a method 
corresponding to its use, and claims 11-14, 21 and 22 are drawn to devices manufactured 
through its use.
